The plant 
grows 4 to 5 feet tall, the blooms are held erect on perfect 
stems as strong as steel rods; five flowers at one time on 
the plant are easily grown 12x6 without forcing; the color 
is uniguins, the base of each petal is gold, also the picahin 
edge; the remainder of each petal is rich mahogany to 
red. It is the most arresting and most striking contrast to 
any dahlia introduced.
